ONLY SEVEN VOTES CAST IN THE 
NEGATIVE. 


THERE WAS HEATED DEBATE. 


The Opposition Resorted to the Old 
Scheme of Amendment, but 
It Failed.

JPFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 4.—The 
Avery Fellow Servant bill passed the Sen- 
ate at 12:45 o’clock to-day. Seven negative 
votes were cast. 

Preliminary to the passage of the bill was 

a heated debate lasting over two hours. 
Many filibustering tactics were resorted to 
and a vigorous effort was made to defeat 
the bill. But the corporation element was 
clearly in the minority and the ancient, 
gauzy schemes resorted to in former years 
by lobby legislators were worn threadbare 
to-day. 
In the beginning of the debate, Senator 
Brewster made a strong speech m favor of 
the Avery bill. He said he was here in a 
legislative capacity and he knew his people 
wanted the bill. 

Senator Busche spoke in favor of a gefi- 
eral bill, and offered an amendment such 
as has helped to defeat fellow servant legis- 
Jation in the past. 

Senator Major made a particularly strong 
speech in favor of the Avery bill. 

Then came Senator Klene with a some- 
what radical speech in opposition to the 
Avery bill. He proposed an amendment 
somewhat similar to the Busche amend- 
ment. both doubtless having the same pur- 
pose in view.

the Avery bill, and he was not even en- 
thusiastic over the passage of a general 
bill. He declared that there is absolutely no 
demand for fellow-servant legislation. 

Senator Miller did good work throughout 
the spirited fight by holding the Avery bill 
forces together and keeping a lookout for 
smooth parliamentary tricks. 

A strenuous effort was made by Senators 
Busche, Mott, and Davidson to force ad- 
journment, but the plan failed. 

After voting down the amendments a 
wote on the final passage of the bill was 
taken, resulting in the enactment of the law 
by a vote of 20 to 7. 

The followng Senators voted against the 
bill: Klene, Landurm, Martin, Mott, 
O'Bannon, Schweickhardt and Wells. 

Those absent were: Ballard, Gray, Lyons, 
Marshall, Morton, Powers and Peers. 

Alf the others voted for the bill, including 
Senator Busche, who had only a few min- 
utes before been leader in the fight against 
it. | : 

The announcement that a genuine fellow 
servant bill had actually passed the Senate 
caused prolonged applause.

PLAGUE AND FAMINE.

BOMBAY, Feb. 4.—According to the offi- 
cial returns there have been to date 5,000 
cases of the plague and 3,841 deaths. 

The better classes are beginning to feel 
the pinch of the famine. Many are selling 
furniture and ornaments at ruinous prices, 
and the prevailing distress is terribly keen. 
In the Deccan district even farmers are ap- 
plying to the Government for aid. People 
of ttre lower caste, it is asserted, are at the 
present time living on the “fat of the land.“ 
The explanation is made that they are gorg- 
ing themselves upon the carcasses of cattle, 
which are dying by the thousands.

IT DANGLED IN HIS FACE. 


He Brushed It Away, Was Shocked 
and Fell Across the Death- 
Dealing Loop. 


Fred. Partner, aged 20, a driver for the P. 
A. Hageman Grocer Co,, was instantly killed 
by a live wire in front of the F. A. Krenning: 
cammission house, 816 North Third street. 
Partner had backed his wagon up to the 
sidewalk and was preparing to take on some 
goods when a wire hanging perpendicularly 
from the broad wooden awning over the 
sidewalk got in hie way. 

He put out his left hand to brush the wire 
aside when the current strck him with full 
force and knocked him over à coop full of 
live chickens. — 3 

He lay on the coop for some minutes, 
with the wire burning and sizzling in his 
tightly clenched hands. 
who .first observed him thought 
was a drunken man with 4 lighted cigar 
or cigarette in his hand. 

Finally a pedestrian happened along who 
realized the situation. Throwing the flap 
of his overcoat back over his hand he took 
hold of the wire with it and pulled it out 
of the young man’s hand. 

He was immediately carried into Kren- 
ning’s commission house, but before any- 
thing could be done to relieve him, he was 
dead. 

‘The only evidence on his person of how he 
met his death is a streak of burned flesh, 
halt an inch wide, across the palm of his’ 
left hand, The dead boy lived.en Dodier 
street, near Twenty-third. aft 

The wire was pulled down later by a 
lineman, who had on a pair of rubber gloves. 

Traffic on Third street was stopped for 
half an hour by a curious throng of team- 
sters, who got their wagons jammed to- 
gether at that point.

A JUST r ARBITRATION TREATY. 

The most vital change made in the 
arbitration treaty by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations is in the ad- 
dition to art. 1. That article, in the treaty 
agreed upon by Olney and Salisbury, ; 
reads: 

The high contracting parties agree to sub- 
mit to arbitration, in accordance with the 
provisions and subject to the limitations of 
this treaty, all questions of difference be- 
tween them, which they may fall to adjust 
by diplomatic negotiations. 

The Senate committee to this added the 
following: 

But no question which affects the foreign 
or domestic policy of either of the high con- 
tracting parties, or the relations of either 
to any other State or Power, by treaty or 
otherwise, shall be a subject for arbitration 
under this treaty, except by special agree- 
ment, 

This amendment obviously grew out of 
art. 10 of the Olmey-Salisbury treaty, 
which provides that when either of the 
contracting Powers, before the close of 
the hearing, shall declare that the ques- 
tion raised involves other questions of the 
right and duty of the protesting Power, 
then the arbitral tribunal, as constituted 
under other sections of the treaty, shall 
determine whether or not such other ques- 
tions are involved, and whether or not It 
will proceed With the arbitration. « . 2 

The favor which the treaty, as un- 
amended, hes met in England, is assur- 
ance that English interests have nothing 


tion as the treaty proposes. No other 
conclusion is left, therefore, than that 
art. 10 was intended to take from the 
United States its independent power of 
action in relation to the enforcement of 
the Monroe Doctrine, and in relation, 
even, to the discharge of our treaty obli- 
gations, Under such a treaty we would 


ively assert our national policies or ef- 
fectively safeguard our national interests. 

The Senate committee, accordingly, has 
amended art. 10 by stipulating that when 
either party to the trial shall declare that 
the question in issue involves other ques- 
tions which its obligations, honor and 
well-settled policy make mrtters for its 
own exclusive determination, “the juris- 
diction of such arbitral] tribunal over such 
matter shall cease.”” A very vital dis- 
tinction indeed. 

The committee has also struck out en- 
tirely and without substitution the clause 
making King Oscar of Sweden the final 
arbiter, After the sweeping amendments 
to the original text this excision was not 
sO necessary as it was just and proper.

CUBAN REFORMS. 


Queen Regent Signs the Plan for Gov- 
@erning the Island. 


MADRID, Feb. (-The Queen Regent to- 
day signed the plan for the reforms in the 
Island of Cuba. The text of the document 
will be published Saturday, The scheme in- 
cludes numerous and elaborate decrees, It 


is understood that the .reforms “consist 
chiefly in the creation of an assembly, to be 
called the Council of Administration, com- 
yosed of thirty-five members, of — 
wenty-one are to be elected by the pores 
and six by the different ———— 
remainder will be one magistrate, one nie 
versity professor, one ae bishop and five 
former Senators or puties. 

The. counc!! of administration is empow- 
ered firstly to prepare a budget; secondly, 
to examine into the fitness of officials ap- 
pointed; thirdly, to make a tariff subject 
to the ‘condition of Spanish imports hav- 
ing advantages over the general tariff. 

Ane Governor General will represent the 
Home Government, and will have the right 
to nominate officials, who should be Cu- 
bans or Spaniards, who have resided two 
years In Cuba, Nevertheless he may freely 
nominate high functionaries such as mag- 
istrates, prefects, etc. 

Other decrees concern the organization 
of the provisional municipalities, which are 
to be — 14 representative. 

The municipal councils general will be 
empowered to elect their presidents and 
—— have-exclusive control of public educa- 
tion. 

Acebrding to another Aeéree, the Gov- 
ernment reserves to itself extraordinary 
powers in the event of any disturbance of 
publie order, and Cuba will continue to 
elect Senators and Deputies to the Cortes as 
at present.

PLAN TO ELECT THOSE PRECINCT 
COMMITTEEMEN. 


ITS WISDOM NOT ADMITTED. 


Some Members of the Executive Com- 
mittee Contehd That It Is Not 
the Proper Thing. 


The Democratic City Executive Commit- 
tee of Sixty-five held a meeting at the Lin- 
dell Hotel Wednesday night and adopted a 
resolution that primary meetings shall be 
called at 8 o'clock p. m., Feb. 9, in each 
precinct in the city to elect the precinct 
committeemen—426 in all. These 426 pre- 
cinct committeemen, together with the City 
Executive Committee, will constitute the 
Democratic City Committee, and will have 
contfol of the spring campaign. .

CASE OF MISS MAGUIRE. 


A Catholic Principal Whom the A. P. 
A. Wanted Discharged Was Let

An opportunity will be afforded President 
Henry Bus of the School Board to formally 
state his defense to the charges under 
which he is now suffering suspension from 
the American Protection Association.

tective Association. He no longer denied it

The suspension was made by State Presi- 
dent J. H. D. Stevens, and dates from the 
middle of last December. 

Other School Directors who are members 
of the American Protective Association nar- 
rowly escaped with a warning. 

About six weeks ago President Stevens 
Summoned all of them, including Bus, to 
appear at his office, 613 Pine street, and 
State why they should not be expelled from 
the organization for violating their sworn 
obligations. om 

The ten members promptly answered the 
summons, They were directly charged by 
President Stevens with having violated the 
rules and obligations of the American Pro- 
tective Association. 

The principal specification was their ac- 
tion in the case of Miss Maguire, principal 
of the Ashland School. Early last fall, she 
dismissed her — on several occasions 
in order that those who were members of 
the Catholic church might attend certain 
Special services. This was in violation of a 
rule of the School Board, and complaint was 
made to the Teachers Committe. 

An effort was made to discharge Miss Ma- 
guire peremptorily, but it failed. Then it 
was proposed to reduce her from the rank 
of principal. This was also defeated. She 
Was let off with a warning. 

President Stevens insisted that the repre- 
sentatives of the American Protective As- 
sociation in the Board should have forced 
the discharge of Miss Maguire. They de- 
fended themselves as best they could by 
explanations, and ® succeeded in escaping 
‘with what they h given Miss Maguire, a 
warning not to let it occur again.

FRAMES A NEW 
PURE MEAT BILL 


STARKLOFF STRIKES A TELLING 
BLOW IN HIS FIGHT. 


BIG FINES FOR OFFENDERS. 


All Animgls and Game Intended for 
Food to Be Inspected, Both Before 
and After Slaughter. 


The submission of an anti-horse sausage 
ordinance is only the beginning of Health 
Commissioner M. C. Starkloff’s fight on 
unwholesome meat. 

He is now preparing an ordinance pro- 
viding for the inspection of all live animals 
intended for human food, and for the in- 
spection of all fresh, dried and salted meats, 
fish, game and poultry, regulating the sale 
of meat, etc. 

The ordinance will authorize the appoint- 


ment by the Commissioner, with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Health, of a chief 
animal and meat inspector and three as- 
sistants. All of them will have to be versed 
in the diseases common to cattle, hogs, 
sheep and other animals, and two of the 
assistants will have to be practical butch- 
ers. They will perform their duties under 
the direction of the chief sanitary officer. 
The duties to be performed will be desig- 
nated by the Commissioner. 

It will be their duty to Inspect, while 
alive, all cattle, sheep, hogs an calves in- 
tended to be slaughtered for food, and also 
when ordered all poultry, fresh, salted or 
dried meats, fish and game that shall be 
offered for sale. They will have authority 
to enter any place where live cattle may be 
kept. Any person who interferes with them 
in the discharge of their duties or refuses 
them permission to make -inspections, or 
tries to conceal animals which should be in- 
spected, will be subject to a fine of not less 
than $50, nor more than $500. 

The Health Commissioner, with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Health, will desig- 
nate a sufficient number of inspection sta- 
tions. On days and hours announced in 
the paper doing the city printing owners ce 
animals intended for slaughter will have to 
present them at the stations for inspection, 
except in cases where the Commissioner, 
by a special order, may otherwise direct. 
The penalty for selling meat which was not 
in cted, while living will be not less than 
$100, nor more than ° 

All animals found diseased must be killed 
at once by the owner. The inspector will 
then mutilate and mark the meat by car- 
bolic acid or coal oil, rendering it unfit for 
food. fine of from $50 to 3500 will be in- 
fiicted for failure to observe these require- 
ments. 

Meats, game, poultry or fish found tainted ; 
or unwholesome will be mutilated in the 
same way. and put beyond doing harm. For 
offering for sale meat which was diseased 
when slaughtered, a fine of from $50 to $500 
is provided. 

Any person who kills for human food or 
offers for sale any calf less than fourteen 
days old may be fined from $25 to $100. 

De. Starkloff had a bill introduced last 
May containing substantially the same pro- 
vistons, but there was a section forbidding 
the meat of any buli, steer, cow, sheep, 
hog or cal?, which had been slaughtered 
outside the city to be brought here and 
soid as food. This was in conflict with the 
Interstate Commerce law, and brought 
about the defeat of the bill. In the new bill 
this conflict will be avoided, but ample pre- 
caution will be taken to prevent the meat 
of diseased animals slaughtered outside the 
1 being brought here and sold. 

he new bill will be in line with criticisms 
and suggestions of the Post-Dispatch. 

The editorial in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch 
was right,” said the doctor, Thursday. 
People whose circumstances compel them 
to purchase cheap should be protected. 
Under the present ordinance this is impos- 
sible. We have only four inspectors to 
watch between 400 and 500 butcher shops. 
It is very easy for unwholesome or diseased 
meat to be hidden away when the inspector 
calls and brought out after he is gone. 

“There was a defect in the bill in- 
troduced at my request last May, but I be- 
lieve the one I shall now present will go 
through.”’ ö 


INSISTS ON AN EXTRA BOND. 


The City and the Western Union Are 
Likely to Clash. 


It is probable that City Counselor Mar- 
shall will have a chance to argue in court 
his contention that the Keyes condu!t ordi- 
nance requires all wire-using companies to 
file two $20,000 bonds. 

At the conference with legal representa- 
tives of the companies, a month ago, Mr. 
Marshall told them that, as he construed 
the ordinance, it required each company to 
give a bond for carying on a telegraph and 
telephone business and another for a light, 


heat and power business. 
The attorneys demurred, but most of them 


they would furnish the extra bond. The 
Western Union Telegraph Co. has not done 
so. Its attorneys insist that the company; 
is not in the light, heat and power business, 
and erefore cannot be required to give a 
bond Tor such a business. Mr. Marshall says 
whether or not it was so intended, the ordi- 
nance requires that very thing. 

If the company does not surrender in a 
few days, Mr. Marshall will advise the 
Board of Public Improvements that it has 
not qualified as an applicant for subway 
space. The board will refuse to issue a per- 
mit. That will leave the company in an em- 
barrassing fix. It will have to take its wires 
off of the poles and will have no place else 
to put them. Then the lawing will begin.

HE SAID SO VERY FRANKLY. 


Outlined in a General Way His Inten- 
tions to Major William H. 
Warner’s Friends. 


Maj. William H. Warner of Kansas City 
will not be selected Secretary of the Interior 
in President McKinley’s Cabinet. Neither 
will Maj. Warner be given any other Cabi- 
net position. That fact is established by a 
frank interview with a party of visiting Mis- 
sourians had with the Canton Major. 

Mayor Walbridge and Col., D. P. Dyer of 
this city and Mayor P. D. Hastain of Se- 
dalla and Gardiner Lathrop, a prominent 
attorney and Republican Silk Stocking of 
Kansas City, composed the party of Mis- 
sourians which went to Canton, O., to visit 


Maj. McKinley and press the claims of Maj. 
Warner for the position of Secretary of the 
Interior. They have just returned. While 
they were received kindly, and return well 
pleased with the trip, they were given to un- 
derstand that Maj. Warner would not be 
appointed. 

“President McKinley is a frank, sincere 
man, and he does not use language to de- 
cave any one, said Col. Dyer to a Post- 
Dispatch man. “Maj. McKinley is as plain 
and approachable as was Lincoln, and he 
uses no guile. Therefore, we came away 
knowing just how we stand. 

“Mr. Lathrop, who is a life-long friend 
and fellow-townsman of Maj. Warner, was 
the spokesman for the party. He placed the 
claims of Maj. Warner before the President- 
elect by telling how the Major had served 
as Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and was now indorsed by a 
large contingent of old soldiers; how he was 
indorsed by the Republicans of Texas and 
Oklahoma and a part of Iowa, Indiana and 
Iliinois, and told of his standing in Missouri, 
and of his knowledge by experience with 
the’ Western States. There was nothing 
said about the factional fight in the | 
in Missouri—no dirty linen was washed. 

“After Mr. Lathrop had concluded, Maj). 
McKinley had some interesting things to say 
in regard to Cabinet selections. He said 
that in his original east of a Cabinet he 
had not thought of going to Missouri for a 
man; that he had taken care of the West 
pretty well already. He spoke of how Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon had stood up for the 
Republican party in the last campaign, and 
remarked that the Pacific Slope had not 
been given a Cabinet position for many 
years. Maj. McKinley spoke very kindly 
of Maj. Warner, however, and said he knew 
him well, the two having served together in 
Congress. 

„In the course of conversation, with all 
of us taking a hand, Maj. McKinley said 
that ne had decided to go South for one 
Cabinet officer—to Maryland, West Virgin- 
ia, Kentucky, Tennessee or even Georgia. 
He spoke of Nathan Goff of West Virginia, 
and said that owing to Mrs. Goff's failing 
health the physicians had advised her not 
to go to Washington, and therefore Mr. 
Got might not enter the Cabinet. 

„Maj. McKinley said Maryland had come 
to the front bravely for the Republican 
arty, and in this connection passed some 
high compliments on ex-Congressman Mc- 
Comas, of that state. 

‘He also said one Cabinet position would 
go either to New York or Pennsylvania. 

“In all this conversation the President- 
elect did not. mention the name of a single 
Cabinet office. But drawing conclusions 
myself, I think he meant that the Post- 
master-General would be taken from either 
New York or Pennsylvania. If Nathan Goff 
does not accept the office of Attorney Gen- 
eral, perhaps Maryland will be recognized, 
and it is significant that he passed com- 
pliments on ex-Congressman McComas. 

As to the Secretary of the Interior, I 
should judge that California should get it 
in the person of Joseph McKenna. But, 
mind you, the President-elect mentioned no 
man for any place. 

“We did not ask that Major Warner be 
ee any place outside of the Cabinet. 
We simply pressed his claims for the office 
of Secretary of the Interior. We said that 
we had. increased the Republican vote of 
Missouri from 225,000 to 300,000—a gain ef 
76,000—but that the combination of Pops, 
‘Democrats and Silver Republicans was ‘oo 
much for us. We did not discuss Federal 
patronage for Missouri.“ 

Mayor Walbridge had nothing to say, ex- 
cept that the visit was exceedingly pleasant; 
that after the business was transacted Maj. 
McKinley insisted that the party remain for 
a social visit, and they passed an hour 
chatting in a social way. 

While the party was in Canton it met 
„Billy“ Mason of Chicago, the United 
States Senator-elect, and was entertained by 
his inimitable stories.

OFFICER HARRY DORSEY WINS A 
SIGNIFICANT LAW SUIT. 


IT AFFECTS WORK ON STREETS. 


Private Contracts for Improvement 
Declared to Be Invalid and There- 
‘fore the Expense Is Dodged. 


Harry Dorsey, a policeman, who owns his 

residence in Gibson Heights, along with 
Redmond Cleary and other prominent citi- 
zens, has succeeded in invalidating a sys- 
tem of street improvement that has been in 
Vogue for years. 
Whenever the residents of subdivisions 
similar to Gibson Heights have failed to in- 
duce the city to reconstruct their thorough- 
fares, it has been customary to have the 
work done by private contract, the property- 
owners paying for it, according to the num- 
ber of front feet they owned. 

A few months ago Redmond Cleary and 
other citizens living in Park avenue, near 
King’s highway, petitioned the Board of 
Public Improvements to reconstruct Park 


avenue, in Gibson Heights, with Telford 
paving. The board refused them. Then they 
circulated a eubser.ption list among the 
'property-owners to have the work done by 
the property-owners, at their own expense. 

Dorsey signed the document and suffi- 
cient signatures were secured to warrant 
letting the contract. It was stipulated that 
the work was to be done under the super- 
vision of the Pitzman Surveying Co., sub- 
ject to the approval of the Street Commis- 
sioner. 

About the time the work was done the 
Street Commissioner decided he would ap- 

rove no more work of that kind because 
Re had no authority to do so, and his of- 
ficial approval rendered the city liable for, 
* — on the street. 

orsey’s share of the expense was $300. 
When he was asked to pay he promised 
to comply at a future date, being pressed 
for funds at the time. Afterward he re- 
fused to pay, insisting that the work was 
faulty. The hil] against him was assigned 
ito Otto Schmitz, who sued Dorsey in Jus- 
| tice R. B. Haughton’s court through Law- 
‘yer Wislizenus. Lawyer W. H. O’Brien rep- 
resented Dorsey at the trial and set up the 
defense that the work had not been ap- 
proved by the Street Commissioner, and 
that it was done in violation of law. 
Mr. O’Brien argued that the law required 
‘all street improvements to be made under 
ordinance drawn up by the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, after a public hearing on 
the preposed work, and recommended to 
the Municipal Assembly for passage. This 
being the case, streets could not be legally 
improved in any other way. The privute 
contract for the improvement of Park ave- 
nue was accordingly irivalid. 

Judge Haughton sustained O’Brien’s con- 
‘tention. He rendered judgment in favor of 
Dorsey Wednesday afternoon. Notice of 
appeal was filed at once by Lawyer Wis- 
lizenus. 

If the decision ig sustained by the higher 
court it will put a stop to private con- 
tracts for street improvements on account 
of the uncertainty of collecting for the 
work. A large number of similar suits 
will probably be instituted, as this class of 
work has become quite general. 


CARPENTER’S FINANCES. 


Were Not So Bad as to Drive Him to 
Suicide. 


The motive that prompted John E. Car- 
penter to suicide remains a mystery.

His immediate relatives in this alty are 
his son, A. W. Carpenter, 911 South “Ninth 
street, and two brothers, Thomas Carpen- 
ter, Chief Engineer at the City High 
School, and George W. Carpenter, a ma- 
chinist. 

On Friday afternoon, the oy ! preceding 
his disappearance, he called on his son and 
his wife. He chatted pleasantly with them, 
and neither noticed anything unusual in 
his manner. When he took his leave he 
promised an early return visit. 

Engineer Carpenter at the High School 
nad not seen his brother for some time, At 
the last interview, a few weeks ago, Mr. 
Carpenter was in his usual cheery mood 
and anticipated a revival in business soon. 

Mrs. Carpenter would not discuss her 
husband’s disappearance further. 
have told you all I know or think about 
it, so there is no use questioning me,“ she 
said. “I have offered a reward for the boas 
and placed the whole matter in the hands 
of the police. They assure me they are do-

She was much annoyed at the reports 
of her husband’s business affairs, and says 
they have been grossly exaggerated.

NO SUNDAY PERFORMANCES. 


St. Louis Clergymen Will Act With the 
Ministers of Kansas City to 
That End. 


The Protestant clergymen of St. Louis 
will assist the Ministers’ Alliance of Kan- 
sais City in its fight before the Legislature 
against Sunday theatrical performances. 

It was the intention of the Kansas City 
ministers to have the Sunday base ball 
bill amended to Include Sunday theaters, 
but the measure has gone beyond amend- 
ment and the request has been made on 
Representative Clark of Kansas City to pre- 


pare and introduce a separate bill. 

The Rev. Dr. Clarence 8. Sargent, presi- 
dent of the Evangelical Alliance, is greatly 
interested in the matter and will lay it 
before the city ministers at the earliest 
possible moment. The regular ety of 
the Alliance will not be held until the last 
Monday in the month, but 4 special meet- 
ing will be called as soon as the bill has 
been fully pre ed and its exact provi- 
sions known. A request for a copy has 
been forwarded to its author. 

“We have not been asked to act with 
the Kansas City gentlemen,” said Dr. Sar- 
gent, but it is a matter of importance 
to every Christian, so we feel at perfect 
liberty to move independently and without 
a formal request from our brethren. I 
shall confer with the Executive Board of 
the Alliance at once, and if it is deemed 
necessary I shall call a special meeting. 
Whether this is done or not the advocates 
of the bill will have the co-operation of 
the St. Louis ministry. 

“T am a Christian man, but I do not 
look at the question solely from that stand- 
point.

“So far as the Sunday theater going pub- 
lic is concerned I do not think they are 
benefited by attending. The performances 
given on Sunday are usually of a lower 
order, I think, and one can hardly learn 
anything by seeing them. I have not had 
an opportunity to examine closely the class 
of Sunday shows, but it is my judgment 
that they are not particularly elevating. 

‘The religious view is, of course, favor- 
able for the adoption of such a measure, 
but I think objections sufficient to suc- 
cessfully appeal to the intelligence of the
